William Munn died of his injuries 
yesterday caused by the accident at 
the Western Meat Company’s plant 
Thursday afternoon, to which Peter 
Bubull’s death Thursday night was 
due. Tlie disaster, the worst in the 
history of the establishment, occurred 
in the tank room. Bubull and Frank 
Blondini were at work when Munn, 
who was federal meat inspector, ac¬ 
companied by Louis Malatesta and 
Louis Fregisa, both tankmen, visited 
the room. 

It was Munn’s duty to seal the 
large grease tank in which condemned 
meat is put and which was full of 
boiling tankage and water. Hardly 
had they entered when the explosion, 
occurred, blowing out the twelve-inch 
gate valve. A blast of steam struck 
Bulbull full force. He was terribly 
burned and did not regain conscious¬ 
ness. He had been witli the company 
six years and was highly spoken of. 
He leaves a widow and family of two 
children here. 

Munn’s death was due to inhaling 
steam, although his burns were slight. 
He lived in S.ui Francisco and had 
been with the Western Meat Company 
many years. Blondini and Malatesta 
escaped with severe burns on the face, 
neck and arms. Dr. Dolley reports 
that they will be able to leave the 
hospital soon. 

Louie Fregisa, also in the room at 
the time of the accident, managed to 
escape uninjured. 

THE Ml NN-BI BULL INQUEST 

At the inquest held this morning at 
the city hall by Coroner W. A. Brooke 
over the death of Peter Bubull and 
William Munn, the jury brought in a 
verdict that the death of Peter Bubull 
was due to burns, and that William 
Munn come to his death by inhaling 
steam.

Power In Plant Celia. 

Along with the formation of the sug¬ 
ar, and caused in part by its accumu¬ 
lation, there develop within the mi 
uute cells of the blueberry plants enor¬ 
mous osmotic pressures, which enable 
the plant to push Its buds open, F. V. 
Covllle writes in the National Geo¬ 
graphic Magazine 

These pressures are frequently as 
high as seven atmospheres or more 
than 100 pounds to the square inch—a 
pressure that would start a leak in a 
low pressure steam engine. The pres 
sure may become as high as thirty at 
mospheres or 4. r >0 pounds to the square 
inch—u force sufficient to blow the cyl¬ 
inder head off of a thousand horse 
power Corliss engine. The reason the 
plant does not explode is because It is 
broken up into many extremely small 
and strongly built cells instead of hav¬ 
ing one big interior cavity. These mi 
uute chambers are often as thick walled 
proportionately as an artillery shell.

IT IS TIME TO (JET BUSY. 


The importance of securing a site 
for a recreation park for this city can 
hardly be overestimated or over¬ 
stated. Land values are constantly 
increasing and will continue to ad¬ 
vance with te growth of the city. 

A public playground has come to 
be regarded not only as a public 
utility but a public necessity as well, 
and especially is this true with re¬ 
gard to municipally owned baseball 
grounds, where the national game 
would have a home. Not every piece 
of land is lit or suitable for this pur¬ 
pose. Such a park or playground 
should certainly be where it is easy of 
access, in other words, upon a main 
public highway. 

It has been suggested by some of 
our citizens that one of the best loca¬ 
tions for a recreation park is the land 
lying on the north side of Armour 
avenue and extending up the valley 
westerly from the line of Linden ave¬ 
nue ;yid the paved road that connects 
Linden avenue and the county road 
on San Bruno avenue. Five or ten 
acres could he secured at the above- 
described locality, as the land belongs 
to the land and improvement com¬ 
pany. 

No doubt if proper representation 
was made the land and improvement 
company would make a reasonable 
price to the city on the land and grant 
terms for time payments within the 
ability of the city to meet without 
materially affecting the local tax rate. 


WHERE TO PAY 
(MY TAXES 

County taxes are now due and 
payable at the office of County Tax 
Collector A. McSweeney in the court 
house at Redwood City. Taxes on 
ail personal property secured by real 
property and one-half of the taxes 
on all real property became due and 
payable last Monday, October 16th, 
and will become delinquent Monday, 
December 4th, at 6 p. m. 

The remaining one-half of the 
taxes on all real property—com¬ 
monly known as the second install¬ 
ment—will become due and payable 
on the first Monday in January, and 
will become delinquent the last Mon¬ 
day in April at 6 p. m. All taxes 
may be paid at the time of the first 
installment if the taxpayer so de¬ 
sires. 

The office of Tax Collector Mc¬ 
Sweeney is open tvery day, except 
Sundays and holidays, from 9 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. 

For the convenience of those tax¬ 
payers who find it difficult to pay 
their taxes at Redwood City, Tax 
Collector McSweeney will follow his 
usual custom of visiting the principal 
towns of the county to receive taxes 
on certain days. His itinerary for the 
first township will he: 

San Bruno, Monday, November 6th 
—At city hall, from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m. 

South San Francisco, Wednesday, 
November 8th—At city hall, from 9 
a. m. to 3:30 p. m. 

Colma, Thursday, November 9th— 
At Belli’s store, from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. 

Daly City, Saturday, November lltli 
—At city hall, from 7:30 a. m. to 4:30 
p. m. 



The property owners of this city 
have at a heavy cost put in a com¬ 
plete sewer system and some six 
miles of well-paved streets, to make 
this a clean and sanitary place for 
human habitation. Laws have been 
enacted by the city trustees requiring 
all garbage to be deposited in garbage 
cans and forbidding the throwing of 
waste of any kind upon the streets. 

These laws are openly violated 
every day by householders, mer¬ 
chants, business men and all sorts of 
people. 

On some residence streets tin cans 
are thrown in the streets, everywhere 
waste paper is dropped in the streets, 
not only in the residence district, but 
downtown in the business section. 

Apparently no effort whatever has 
been or is being made to enforce the 
law, although the city has a salaried 
officer whose duty it is to earn his 
salary by seeing to it that all laws 
are enforced. 

A few examples in the way of arrest 
and fine for throwing waste into our 
streets would very quickly stop the 
careless and foolish habit into which 
many people have fallen of throwing 
paper and all sorts of waste upon our 
streets.

AUTO SMASH AT LINDEN

Fire destroyed the home of Jack and 
Tom Quinn on Baden avenue early 
last Monday morning.

Last Sunday while passing through 
this city in a new (’hauler automobile, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. It. Whitmire, with 
Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Cornitius, all of 
San Francisco, were struck at the in¬ 
tersection of Baden and Linden ave¬ 
nues by a machine coming down 
Baden avenue. The auto driven by 
Whitmire was hit near the rear axle 
and was swung around against the 
curbing. All of the occupants were 
badly shaken and Mrs. Whitmire suf¬ 
fered two broken ribs. It was at first 
thought that others of the party were 
seriously hurt, and all were taken to 
the local hospital and later removed 
in ambulances to San Francisco. 
Both machines were badly damaged.
